This was no co- 
alition of barbers and washermen, no con- 
temptiblecumbination ofthe “Three Tailors 
of Tooley Strect "anxious to gain notoriety 
at the public expease: but a thoroughly 
representative movement ‘amongst the bet- 
ster classes of our Chinese: citizens, mer 
chants and traders, who form the bone and 
sinew, Of our commercial world,-orgainsed 
for the express purpose: of paying Sin 
Joux Pore Huxsxssy the highest compli- 
ment within their power, of publicly show- 
ing His Excellency, the foreign com- 
munity in this colony, and the English 
Government and people, how highly 
they appreciate the liheral-minded ‘ruler 
who has had the courage to ignore class 
prejudices with the great aim of improving 
the condition of the Chinese ‘and the com- 
mercial prospects of the Colony. ‘In the 
fare of all the petty spite, ‘and rancorous 
bitterness which we have, seen for many 
months past displayed by certain sections 
of the foreign residents of Honkong to- 
wards Governor Hexsegssyans almost every 
one of his public acts, it is ratifying to find 
the despised Chinese, the native population 
of the Colony, the very men who have by 
far the largest interests in its continued 
prosperity, and who are therefore not likely 
to allow any feeling of mere sentiment to

pmen, Now, it struck me the other day when 
reading the f/onykony Telegraph, in which 
there was an article reproduced from — the 
Daily Press of some years ago—I , think 
it was in 1871. At that time ott honoured 
west was Governor of Labuan, He was adopt- 
ing a liberal policy there, and {t proved to be a 
success, The ‘success was known throughout 
the whole world, and theeditor of the Darly Press 
at that time wrote an articlé upon his policy. He 
approved of the policy that was adopted by his 
Excellency. ‘That. policy was not only approved 
by the Press, butit was approved in the House of 
Commons, In 1869, 1 think, sir Charles “Ad- 
derley praised his Excellenc: In the House of 
‘Commons for the liberal policy he pursued In 
Labuan; and then Mr. Monscll, who-has since 
been raised to the Peerage, and who was then 
Secretary of State for the ‘Colonies, corroborated 
what sir Charles Addesley said as to the entire 
success of the course which his Excellency had 
pursued in Labuan, Thus, gentlemen, yo sec 
that his Excellency’s policy in Labuan’ was 
not only approved of by the Press, but it was 
also approved of in the House of Commons, 
Now, gentlemen, his Excellency has been with 
us in this: Colony about five years, and ‘he has 
done much for this Colony.—-(Applause) Those 
things which he has done are matters of noto- 
riety, but still 1 may be allowed to mention a few 
of the It is only those few things which were 
done especially for the Chinese with which I pro-. 
pose to deal. “J think some of you here present 
will bear me out when I say that soon after his 
Excellency arrived in this Colony he did a great 
“service ta the whole of the Chinese community 
here.—(Hear, hear.) 1 shall explain what J 
mean, There was 2 proposition, or rather some 
rules and regulations were drawn up, (a make’ 
regulations as to the extent of a Chinese grave-~ 
that is to say, when a Chinaman dies, his coffin 
istobea certain size and must be buried in a grave 
of certain alze. I think=-if J am not mistaken, 
as I was not in the Colony at the time-that the 
proposition-as to the width of the coffin, or the 
size of the grave, was that it should be no more 
than six fect in length, and a litte more than two 
fect in width. Now, this proposition was laid, 
before his Excellency and was waiting for _ap- 
roval before it could be put into force. :. When 
is Excellency saw this, he sent for some of us 
and took our advice, and he learnt that there was, 
‘a strong feeling against the procecding, and heard 
our explanations of the reasong.why it should 
‘not be carried out, after which ha a€ once put a 
veto upon it; and-it has. not been carried into 
effect.—(Applause.): Had that vexatious pro- 
sition been put in force, I do not know what 
arm’ might not have: resulted to the Colony.’ 
Then his Excellency has done us many other 
great services, and amongst them I may mention 
that there was a rule obscrved-in: thé: Colony 
by which a portion of the land ‘situated.in the 
central past of Victoria should be reserved to 
forcigners,’ . That is to say, a Chinaman could, 
not buy any ‘portion: of the ground’ within 
this boundary. Now, his Execjlency, when he’ 
heard of this declined to act-upon thatrule, and 
the consequence is thatthe Chinese are buying 
land, and have become oivners of land in almost | 
every part of Victoria:—{Applause.) Therefore - 
I contend that that is another service which his. 
Excellency has rendered to the Chincae commu, 
nity—(Hear, hear.) His Excellency also has not

been unmindful of matters of education. He 
found that the Chinese youths wha had been 
taught English did not speak English fluently, 
and although there were many Chinese. students 
who were learning English, they did not Icarn 
to speak it grammatically, He felt that as this 
was an English.Colony, among the inhabitants 
English spgaking ought to be encouraged, and 
he has given that cncouragement.—(Applause,) | 
Gentlemen, if, were to enumerate all the thin 
which his Excellency has done I should detain 
you much longer than I should wish, but | 
may be allowed to just mention one other mat- 
ter. He has sanctioned the formation of .a 
Chinese society called the Po Leung Yuk, Now, 
that society { formed for the purpose of sup- 
pressing Kidnapping, and for the protection of 
women and children. When this proposition 
was brought before his Excellency, he immedia-, 
tely sanctioned it, and recommended it. to the 
Home Government for approval, and I miay take 
this opportunity also of tendering our thanks ‘to 
the noble Lord, the Secretary of state for the 
Colonies, for his approval of the formation of 
this socicty.—(Applause.) | since this society has. 
been formed much good has been done. ‘The 
result is also duc to the able administration of 
justice by ny honourable friend on my Ieft (the 
Acting Chie fustice) that the crime of kidnap- 
ping is rapidly decreasing.—(Applause.) Gen- 
Ucmen, his Excellency.is now about to! leave 
us, and we are now assembled todo honour to 
his Excellency, But, gentlemen, 1 may mention 
this, that the idea of the Chinese entertaining the 
Governor of Hongkong would have been out of the 
question ten years ago. At that time there was 
a great gulf between the Government and the go- 
verned~at least the Chinese portion of the go- 
verned. It is true that ten years ago no Chinese 
woulddare to invite the Governor to a banquct, 
but I question very much whether, if that invita- 
tion were tendered to the Governor at that day, 
he would: not have been offended. 1 do not say 
this with the object of throwing blame upon any 
person, but] simply mention it as a matter -of 
fact. This shows that his Excellency is a 
condescending and obliging person who is 
always accessible to all patties. —(Hear, hear, 
and applause.) There is one thing, gentlemen, 
hefore asking you to drink his health, I should 
like to mention, which is this, It appears to 
me that the guiding principle of his Excellency 
is ta show no distinction of race, and to deal wit 
all classes of her Majesty’s subjects alike without 
distinction of race.—(Applause,) His motto is to 
hold the balance evenly between, all classes of 
her Majesty's subjects, andto him the English- 
mean bora in London is the same as’ the poor 
Chinaman born under the British flag in Hong- 
kongy.—(Applause.) With him there is no dis- 
tinction of race, but he holds the balance evenly 
towards all her Majesty’s subjects, Anybody can 
approach him, and can see him at all reasonable 
hours of the day, provided that he: gocs to,him 
respectfully, Now, I may take'this opportunity, as 
his Excellency is about toleave us—it may be for 
a long, or it may be for a short time-—of asking 
him to do the Chincse community a@ gteat favour, 
Your Excellency is: aware that the population of 
this Colony consists mainly of Chinese, and of 
course as long as your Excellency rémains 
in this Colony, we are not in danger of being. 
ill-treated, or having any harsh Jaw enacted to 
the detriment’ of the Chinese community, We, 
however, beg your Excellency, when you reach 
England, to represent to Her Majesty's Go- 
vernment that in future, in matters of legislation, 
the Chinese. community should be consulted. 
Iam not going to ask for this in all matters,’ 
but in affairs: concerning their interests, they 
ought to have a voice.—(Hear, hear.) 1 do not 
mean to say we ought to control the Government, 
hut I think it fair that, considering the large 
numberof Chinese inhabitants in this Colony, they 
should have a yoice in the making of laws 
piecing Shae interests, and an opportunity af- 
forded them for expressing their opinions.—(Ap- 
plause.) Now, it may seem almost incredible, but, 
nevertheless it is a fact, although now the thing 
is past, but at one time there was a Jaw enacté 
by. which a Chinaman who refused to assist in 
the suppression of a fire was linble to be arrested 
“and flogged,” “This ‘law. only referred to Chinese, | 
but 1] am happy to say that this, with other 
obnoxious laws, -has been repealed by his Ex- 
cellency.—(Applause.) Gentlemen, 1 give you 
“The health of his iexcellency the Governor,” 
and wish him a pleasant voyage home.—(Loud 
applause.) ; : 

His EXCELLENCY, in acknowledging the toast, 
said—Gentlemen, my honourable friend who 
has proposed my health in terms so flattering, 
has called to my recollection the fact that 
many years have passed since I first’ met 
with: a Chinese community, and. governed 
what wags practically a Chinese Colony, He 
has reminded me. that it is now fourteen 
years since I undertook the Government of 
Labuan. Without taking to myself the ercdit 
of what my hon. friend has said, and -what he 
repeated a3 to what passed in the House of 
Commons, I am bound to say that {fany success 
attended my, administration in Labuan, it was 
due to the advice J received from the Chinese 
community in that Colony.—{Applause.)

these. munificent’ contributions—contributions 
sent toa little comer ‘of Europe and to a 
distant people of whom perhaps they ‘had never 
heard until then. All that they knew was that 
there was an impending faminc in a little part of 
the Queen’s dominions, and they at once rallied 
round the forcign gentlemen, and those who were 
getting subscriptions, and they themsclycs gave 
y far the larger part of the sum thus collected. 
Well, there are other means by which the Tun 
Wah Hospital Committee, and the leading Chi- 
nese in this Colony have distinguished themsclvcs, 
in acts of benevolence and charity. You are all 
aware that in: every part of the Queen's 
dominions it is the duty of those cnirusted: 
with the Government to ldok carefully after the 
sick, and to prevent as far ‘as possible the 
spread of disease. Now, in this Colony we have 
two hospitals—the Civil Hospital, supported 
entirely by the grants voted by the legislature 
of the Colony and by contributions from those 
patients who can afford to pay. We have 
then this other hospital, adjoining this great 
hall, «which is the hospital for the at 
mass of the community of the Colony, Ongin- 
ally started no doubt from the ‘special or 
Chinese Fund, it is maintained at this mo. 
ment’ by the voluntary contributions of the 
Chinese gentlemen of this Colony. And 
what does it do even outside the walls of this 
hospital? We haye in this Colony a number of 
medical practitioners, but it'is to the Chinese 
doctors, who are paid by the committee of this 
hospital, that we owe the admirable system of 
vaccination which prevails through the whole of 
this Colony, and even enters into the neighbour- 
ing provinces of China.—(Applausc.) And, gen- 
Uemen, within the last month or two, I have 
twice come to visit the. new building which, 
owing to your own munificent contributions 
and to that alone, is being erected, which is 
nearly completed, and which is close to this 
hall, the new smalt-pox hospital, That build- 
ing would be a credit. to any Government, and 
that building is being undertaken by you at 
your awn cost and for your own benevolent 
objects, At the other side of this. hospital you 
are, also _crecting a lunatic asylum for ‘the 
Colony, There again.you have made no ‘call 
upon the public purse as far as the Treasury 
is concerned ; you have simply put your hands 
into your own pockcts for your own contributions. 
In doing this you are discharging practical duties 
of Governments (Apriausc) Nor in this. all. 
My honourable.fricnd has referred to the socicty 
for the suppression of kidnapping, and he was fully 
justified in thanking the Earl-of Kimberley for . 
aving given his sanction ‘to thatsocicty, Itisa 
socicty: of the, utmost importance to you, and to the 
administration of justice in this Colony,—{Ap- 
pianee) You have all heard of slavery in Hong- 
ong. Well, in truth whatcverwas evil in the s0- 
called slavery towhich my esteemed friend sir John 
Smale referred can begrappled with by the laws of 
the Colony, with the assistance of this society.—~ 
(Hear, hear.) The domestic institutions of . 
the Chinese in this Colony, what is called , 
the Jaw of adoption, the domestic servi- 
tude, and all questions connected with it~ 
they can all be dealt with by this society, and - 
dealt with in such a way as to prevent the 
slightest approach to anything like slavery ‘or 
undue interference with the liberty of the sub. 
ject. Your society. will do more than that; 


a’ stop to the practice of kidnapping—a prac- 
tice so odious to you, and ,a practice to which 
you yourselves drew the attention of my e«' 
cessor,’ as one which called for the reprehension - 
of Government. Her Majesty’s Government is 
perfectly. justified in entrusting to the society the

-berley his given to it, The. operation of that 
society has already, with the concert of my 
honourable friend in the supreme Court (Mr 
Snowden), and [ wilf'also say the help ofthe ad. -, 
mitable police force of this Colony, effectually 
checked the crimeofofkidnapping. "Now, gentle- 
men, I. think~my.honourable fricnd was fairly 
rentitled to press upon me, during my leave of 
abserce in England, the performance—to me 
of an. agsecable task—that of representing 
to Her Majesty's Government. the wishes 
of the Chinese community.

A NOVELTY IN SHIPBUILDING.

According to a New York paper the Latest 
novelty in shipbuilding: isa project for the con. 
stuction of steam vessels without masts; and an 
Organization, called the American Quick Transit 
Association, has been formed in Boston to further 
the enterprise, The originators of the scheme ‘are 
Mr, Perry Bliven an Captain John E. Moreland, 
of the Cunard line. ‘Two hundred thivusand 
dollars have been paid in, and a contract has 
been signed for the building of the first vessel 
in Nyack, “Arrangements are already being 
made. at the yard to begin work. "The first boat 
Will be much smaller than those which are to 
follow. she will be 147 fect long, with a1. fect 
beam, to feet depth of hold; her draught forward 
will be 5 feet 3 inches, and aft rt feet. The deck 
il be completely domed, Nothing will bewithin 
ait there but the pitot-house, the smoke stacks 
and ventilators, ‘The pilat-house will be entered 
from underneath, and will have an unobstructed 
view in every direction, being, composed of con- 
vex glass an inch thick, set salidly in steel frarhes, 
Mr, Bliven holds that the advantage of a vessel 
without any obstructions above deck are too + 
obvious to require that they should be detailed.

steamships now afloat. ‘There will be a double 
steel boiler and double triple compound engines, 
The engines will have four steel cylinders cach, 
and will provide, combined, over 650 horse-power, 
. There will be an average of 350 revolutions per 
minute, with a possible maximum of 4o0,' The 
vessel will be fitted with a four-bladed hammered 
steel Wheel or screw, cach blade being separate, 
to fect in diameter and with 1 feet pitch, The 
blades will have fine knife ed; yes, and will be 
more than ten times the strengt! of the. present 
composition blades generally in use. 

The projectors deem that the new. steamers 
will be able to cross from Boston to Liverpool in 
less'thin five days, ‘To enable them to attain 
this speed they will be built with longitudinal:
